Ferber, who was convicted 
of killing his estranged wife 
in 1985. will not have to face 
a trial into the charge, laid 
against him by the Didsbury 
RCMP earlier this year, after 
the it was dismissed in Dids¬ 
bury Provincial Court last 
week. 

Ferber, who had remained 
in custody after his arrest on 
the eharges on May 8, was 
about to face a preliminary 
trial into the charges when 
t he Crown asked t hat they be 
dropped.

Johnsrudc said a number 
of factors have played in the 
board's ability to remain on 
budget over the past year. 
Expenses in areas such as 
utilities have remained on 
budget and bussing expenses 
have followed predictions in 
fuel, repair and maintenance. 

"We also managed to save 
quite a bit on the maternity 
issue." Johnsrudc said. "Be¬ 
cause we enrolled inthe (sub- 


stituteteaehers) plan we have 
had some considerable sav¬ 
ings " 

Some areas of the budget 
did exceed anticipated ex¬ 
penditures. Johnsrudc said 
distance education costs are 
19 percent over budget be¬ 
cause- of the use of extra cer¬ 
tified instructors which had 
not been plannc-d for. 

“We have also had some 
overruns in materials for that 
program as well," Johnsrudc 
said.

in some areas, under budg¬ 
eted expenditures in other 
areas have compensated and 
left over funds are expected 
by the time the budget year is 
up on August 31. The major¬ 
ity of these leftover funds are 
to be set up in reserve ac¬ 
counts according to 
Johnsrude. 


"We set the funds u p in the 
reserve accounts so we can 
cany them over,” he said. 
‘That way we don't have to 
find the extra money in our 
1993/94 budget.” 

Some of the areas where 
the board expects to set up 
reserves are in the Individual 
Student Program, the school 
bus program, where the 
board hopes to put some 
money away for a replace¬ 
ment fund and in plant op¬ 


erations. 

"Wc have some pieces of 
equipment (planned for pur¬ 
chase in this budget year) 
that are still waiting for eval u - 
ations before we can pur¬ 
chase them,” Johnsrude 
said. That might not hap¬ 
pen before the end of August 
so we want to carry that over." 

The total expenditure 
budget for the school board 
in the 1992/93 schoolyearis 
$25,202,200.

During the month of July, Didsbury R.C.M.P. re¬ 
sponded to a total of 326 complaints. Of these 69 
criminal code files were opened including 9 impaired 
driving charges, 16 motor vehicle accidents were re¬ 
ported. 60 traffle tickets and 29 written warnings were 
issued.

God must be feeling generous lately to have given the 
province a few days of sunshine last week to allow the 
water logged farmers a chance to get their hay crops in. 

Other than those few warm and oh. so idyllic days 
though, we are getting the shaft (weather wise) this 
summer. 

How ironic that some parts of the world are suffering 
traumatic droughts and famines when our part of the 
world (and others - mostly notably the American Mid¬ 
west) most certainly have had enough water to spare. 

The rain has not impacted just on the farming indus¬ 
try though. Tourism is suffering badly as well. In 
Alberta, tourism has become a major source of income 
for a variety of businesses. A friend, who works for 
American Airlines, said the planes are full every week¬ 
end with visitors flying in and out for holidays. Since 
most of Alberta’s attractions happen to be outdoors, all 
of this rain has not been much of an advantage. The 
scenery is wonderfully green and lush but no one can get 
outdoors to see it. 

Luckily the Alberta government has taken to helping 
out tourist attractions that are available rain or shine. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars may be lost in Banff 
or Waterton, but places like the Royal Tyrell and the 
Alberta Reynolds Museum in Wetaskwin are doing a 
booming business. It’s a smart plan. 

Spending money that will make money despite Alber¬ 
ta’s suddenly predictable weather (predictably rainy 
that is) makes sense.

The federal government Is 
committed to continue efforts to 
reduce expenditures and make 
better use of resources. The use 
of direct lending Is a significant 
step towards achieving this 
goal." said Dick. 

As a federal Crown Corpora¬ 
tion, CMHC has the ability to 
obtain the funds required to fi¬ 
nance the social • housing 
projects at a lower cost than the 
private lending community.

Unemployed? Now Is the per¬ 
fect time to enroll In Olds Col¬ 
lege's Occupational Choices pro¬ 
gram being offered through the 
Extension Services Department 
this fall. 

Last year, the Olds College 
helped students faced with sig¬ 
nificant employment barriers 
learn how to discover new, ef¬ 
fective ways to establish them¬ 
selves In today's workforce.

As students progress 
through their own study areas 
they then continue learning at a 
designated work experienee site. 

Assistant Dean of Extension 
Services. Ron l>ane. said this 
tailor-made process can be an 
lmportanl self-esteem builder. 
"1 think sincerely listening to an 


Individual and letting them 
guide you alonglhe path of what 
they wish to learn and achieve, 
you are building tip that per¬ 
son's feeling of self-worth. That 
Is one of the first steps to devel¬ 
oping confidence - a very sale¬ 
able employment quality.” 

Another benefit of the pro¬ 
gram Is that each student deter¬ 
mines the tasks they wish to 
dedicate the roost effort to mas¬ 
tering. Some of these might In¬ 
clude resume preparation. Job 
search techniques, study and 
learning skills or further educa¬ 
tion. 

"Participants are encouraged 
to set specific vocational goals 
so that we may coordinate on- 
the-Job training with area em¬ 
ployers.” said Lane.

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College offers high school diplomas 


Olds College Is once again 
offering General Educational 
Development Kxams (G.E.D. 
Exams) on campus September 
24th and 25th. 

Registrar Joan Fraser says 
passing the test - often referred 
to as the High School Equiva¬ 
lency Exam - ts an Important 
stepping stone towards obtain¬ 
ing better employment, promo¬ 
tions or licensing. "These days 
you need all the advantages you 
can get to reach your potential 
In the workplace. That means 
having the basics, like a high 
school diploma to survive In an 
Increasingly competitive mar¬ 
ket." 

Fraser believes businesses 
and Industries are paying more 
attention to the kind of school¬ 
ing their applicants have ac¬ 
quired. "Employers today have 
a lot of respect for Individuals 
who are able to obtain their 
G.E.D.'s...lt’s not an easy proc¬ 
ess to have to go through, espe¬ 
cially once you’ve been out of 
high school for awhile. They re¬ 
spect the kind of effort It takes to 
overcome the Intellectual and 
emotional challenges Involved." 

G.E.D. testing actually dates 
back as far as 1942. It was then 
that many World War II veter¬ 
ans would use the exam to 
quickly get a credential equiva¬ 
lent to a high school diploma so 
they could go on to college or 
university, loiter. It became avail¬ 
able to all adults. 

Olds College serves as one of 
over 3.000 testing centres In 
North America, a duty Fraser 
believes contributes to the com¬ 
munity's educational well-being. 
She explains. "Holding these 
exams at Olds College Is not a 
money maklngeffort. It Just pro¬ 
vides a service to the commu¬ 
nity aimed at the student who 
has been out of school at least 
10 consecutive months and who 
Is 18 years of age or older." 

General Educational Devel¬ 
opment examinations span a 
period of two days and Involve 
five major subject areas: Eng¬ 
lish. Social Studies. Mathemat¬ 
ics. Sc ience. Literature and the 
Arts. Most questions on the exam 
are In the "multiple choice" for¬ 
mat. The only portion of the 
exam that must be hand written 
Is a short essay under the Writ¬ 
ing Skills Test. The tests are

trum of knowledge and are not 
necessarily linked to any spe- 
clflc high school course." Fraser 
says. 

The cost of taking the G.E.D. 
exam varies depending on 
whether It Is a first or second 
attempt. This year, for example. 


It will cost $50 for the first writ¬ 
ing and $40 for all rewrites. "The 
nice thing at>out these tests are 
that If you passed four out of five 
sections, you only have to come 
back and write the one you 
missed: not the whole set," 
Fraser adds. 

Once completed, all exams 


are sent to Alberta Education's 
G.E.D. Testing Centre In Ed¬ 
monton to be graded. 

As Fraser stresses. It Is Im¬ 
portant that all applications for 
G.E.D. exams be received no 
later than August 27. 1993. "We 
may be able to accept walk-In 
applications on the day of the 


exam providing there Is room 
available to accommodate these 
Individuals. We are actually 
quite limited to the numbers we 
can accept because of supervi¬ 
sion requirements.” 

1994 test dates are June 3rd 
and 4th.

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Unemployment rate increases 

On a seasonally adjust ed basis, Alberta's unemployment rate Increased In July to 10.1 percent. Part- 
time employment fell by 38.300 In July, while full time employment Increased by 31,900 resulting In 
a net loss of 6.400Jobs. This loss, in combination with 17,000 new Job seekers, resulted in an Increase 
in Alberla’s unemployment rate. The employment losses were largely concentrated In the government- 
funded sector Including public admlntstrallon. education, and health and social services, with some 
additional declines in manufacturing. At the same time, employment gains were recorded across the 
private sector. These gains occurred In agriculture, construction, transportation and storage, wholesale 
and retail trade, finance and Insurance, accommodation, food and beverage, and other services.

Food and Rural and Develop¬ 
ment Walter Paszkowskl last 
week. 

Paszkowskl said the goal Is In 
keeping with the Government of 
Alberta's commitment to build 
on the strengths of the Alberta 
economy as part of the new eco¬ 
nomic strategy for the province. 
Premier Ralph Klein has em¬ 
phasized Alberta's commitment 
to support economic growth In 
the agriculture and food 
processing Industry to encour¬ 
age exports of value-added prod¬ 
ucts. 

At their annual meeting in 
Charlottetown on July 6 and 7, 
ministers agreed In principle to 
a market development strategy 
to Increase annual agri-food 
exports by roughly 50 percent 
to al least $20 billion by the year 
2000. Ministers also agreed to 
Increase the current proportion 
of value-added agri-food ex¬ 
ports. 

' Alberta Is ready to make the 
most of opportunities created 
by changes In the world trading 
environment, particularly In the 
trade of processed products." 
said Paszkowskl. To make the 
most of emerging opportunities, 
the industry and government 
are ready and willing to work 
together." 

Paszkowskl cited Increases 
In agriculture and food exports 
In 1992 as Indication that the 
province Is prepared to meet the 
goal set by ministers last week. 
Total agriculture and food ex¬ 
ports out of the province In¬ 
creased 22.4 percent from 1991 
to 1992. compared to a 19.7 
percent increase In exports by 
the other provinces.

Agricultural export 
expectations high 


"The Increase In Alberta's 
value-added agricultural ship¬ 
ments Is particularly notewor¬ 
thy." said Paszkowskl. "While 
value-added exports by the other 
provinces did well, with an In¬ 
crease of 25.1 percent In 1992. 
Alberta's value-added ship¬ 
ments achieved an Increase of 
32.5 percent. Such gains are a 
tribute to the high-quality prod¬ 
ucts that All>erta's producers 
and processors are offering on 
the global market." 

In particular, Al¬ 
berta's exports of 
non purebred cattle 
increased by a sig 
nificant 61.9 percent 
in 1992. 

Alberta's exports of live ani¬ 
mals Increased 52.5 percent to 
$485 million In 1992, and beef 
exports Increased 95.5 percent 
to $188 million. In particular. 
Alberta's exports of non-pure- 
bred cattle increased by a sig¬ 
nificant 61.9 percent In 1992. 
This moved the Canadian beef 
and cattle Industry from exports 
of approximately 14 percent of 
production five years ago to 41 
percent of production In 1992. 

Current global trends have 
the potential to open many new 
markets to Alberta's agri-food 
exports. "Alberta's well-estab¬ 
lished food processing Industry 
Is ready to take advantage of 
new market and trade opportu¬ 
nities resulting from these 
trends,” said Paszkowskl. 


Paszkowskl also expects a 
successful conclusion to the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) negotiations. 
Alberta’s agri-food products will 
achieve growing export success 
as market access Is Improved 
and trade distorting subsidies 
are reduced. 

The global trend toward eco¬ 
nomic growth Is also expected to 
stimulate trade as consumers 
look for unique and higher-qual¬ 
ity products. Economic- growth 
Is forecast In Alberta's major 
markets, such as the United 
States. Pacific Asia and Europe. 
In addition, superior growth 
rates and improved incomes in 
developing countries such as 
Mexico are creating an expanded 
middle class: the North Ameri¬ 
can Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA) will allow Alberta's agri¬ 
food exporters greater access to 
this potenUally lucrative mar¬ 
ket. 

With more emphasis on 
higher-quality foods, there will 
be opportunities for firms whose 
reputations are based on high- 
quality. safe and environmen¬ 
tally friendly products.

"There are only Just the two ol 
us." Peter said. "We Just plant 
what we know we can sell.

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Pool project progressing

Town counc il gave the pool 
committee the go-ahead to en¬ 
gage the services of Johnston 
Sport Architecture of Calgary at 
their last regular council meet¬ 
ing on August 9. 

The firm Is to receive between 
$ 10.000 to $ 15.000 to come up 
with a design and budget to 
construct an aquatic centre In 
Olds. The current plan calls for 
a five lane pool, a play pool, a 
spa pool, a water slide, a view¬ 
ing area and a "multi-purpose 
space" with specific usageyet to 
be determined. 

It is likely that a referendum 
will be held sometime In Octo¬ 
ber to give Olds residents an 
opportunity for Input before the 
project Is launched. 

Pool committee chairman 
Warren Smith welcomed the 
opportunity to solidify plans for 
the project. 

"We’vebeen (working) on this 
project for nearly a decade.” 
Smith said. “But now It looks 
like we're going to have some¬ 
thing happen here. There’s a 
civic Issue Involved, and that’s 
what excites me. The people In 
the Town of Olds want this town 
to be all that It can be for the 
citizens, and 1 think an aquatic 
facility Is a part of that.” 

Primary concerns already 
submitted to pool committee 
members cen t re on locat ion and 
projected cost to the Individual 


taxpayer. 

"A very Important factor Is 
the obvious benefits of having it 
as a joint project with Olds Col¬ 
lege.” Smith said. “As the Infor¬ 
mation comes out (Olds area 
residents] will see the impor¬ 
tance of that." 

Smith said that projected 
capital and operating costs 
would be calculated and pre¬ 
sented for both on and off Olds 
College campus locations. 

'The biggest selling feature of 
the whole protect will be the 
comparative costs." Smith said. 

The aqi lat 1c facility Is expected 
to cost $2.5 million to build. The 
pool committee will be exploring 
fund raising options to cover 
both the Initial expense of con¬ 
struction and dally operating 
funds prior to their final presen¬ 
tation to town council when all 
the numbers are available. 

From the former community 
recreation cultural grant from 
the provincial government we 
have put aside, the rec board 
has put aside approximately 
$100,000 over about a six year 
period.” Hammer said. ’That 
money is sitting In a reserve 
account and that’s where the 
$ 15.000 [for the initial proposal 
to be drafted by Johnston Sport 
Architecture! will come from. We 
have to develop a fund raising 
plan. We have to approach all of 
our service clubs to discuss with 
them how much money they are 
willing and able to raise. We 


have to kx>k at the different gov¬ 
ernment grants that are out 
there and make application for 
those. We also have to work with 


the finance department of the 
town to estimate how much rc- 
s -rve funding will be available 
by the summer of 1995. when 


the facility would lie open and 
the bills would have to be paid. 
We’ll have a better Idea of what's 
feasible by mid September.”

So how well does your family 
communicate? 

Do you run Into problems 
during the busy season because 
people haven’t taken the time to 
clean up their communication 
channels? 

My parents have a communi¬ 
cation problem on their farm 
and their names are Kerry. 
That’s right, they have a daugh¬ 
ter named Kerry and a helper 
named Kerry. Try figuring out 
which Kerry Is supposed to be 
at "Chaba's" and which one Is 
supposed to bring the three-ton 
to the farm when "Kerry'' Is asked 
to do both over the CB. They 
have started putting a dis¬ 
claimer on our names. I’m still 
Kerry and the other guy Is "Kerry 
up the Hill" (because that’s 
where he lives, up the hill). 

Proper family communication 
Is essential. In working with farm 
families over the last six years 


I’ve noticed several techniques 
that farm families use to Im¬ 
prove their communication. 

To Do" Lists. Ifyou see some¬ 
thing that needs doing, write It 
down. Some families keep lists 
and others have a "Job box", 
both are prtortzed dally. In one 
family, eveiyone has their own 
Job book. 

Weekly Meetings. Large 
projects are allocated at the 
weekly meeting, calendars are 
reviewed, praise Is given and 
complaints received. Delegate 
chores. Have a quick meeting 
every morning to find out what's 
going on that day. 

Wall Calendars. A great, big 
month-at-a-glance calendar 
placed In a predominate place, 
preferably near the phone. Mark 
down all appointments, meet¬ 
ings. kids swimming lessons and 
the occasional day off. 

Farm Map. Keep a farm map 
handy with land locations and 
"names". Hired hands and new 


family members don't always 
know where "80 acres" or the 
"Smith’s" Is. Sometimes those of 
us who only come back occa¬ 
sionally forget too. 

Separate Farm Office. Ifyou 
have the space, set up a farm 
office, complete with desk and 
filing equipment. Keep organ¬ 
ized. 

Filing System. Set up a farm 
filing system for your financial 
records and production materi¬ 
als. Need help? Call your DHE. 

Keep In Contact. Keep a check 
on where family members are. 
Radios or CBs really help here. 
It could save a life as well as 
Improving communication. 

Time Away. Take a weekend, 
a Sunday or Just an evening. 
Taking a break from the farm 
will Improve your productivity. 
My best Ideas about work come 
to me when I'm doing something 
totally unrelated. 

Don't Yell. This was a serious 
comment for one of our farmers.

Daughter lucky 
charm for Burwash 


Mr. Mom is on a roll. 

"I’ve got my good luck charm 
with me.” says Robin Burwash 
of his eight-year-old daughter 
Casey. "She Jumped In the car 
with me when I left the Calgary 
Stampede and she’s been with 
me ever since." And ever since, 
the four-time Canadian cham¬ 
pion bareback rider has been 
stuffing his pockets — $16,500 
In three weeks. "I think there’s 
only two Rodeos I haven’t plaeed 
at while she’s been with me." 
says Burwash. "She’s In with 
me for the summer. And. hey. 
I’m not too sure she’s going to 
school this fall." 

The 34 -year-old Okotoks. AB. 
cowboy has his daughter on the 
trail because wife Cindy Is hold¬ 
ing down a day Job as a hair¬ 
dresser on the set of North of 
Sixty, a television series being 
shot in the Cochrane area west 
of Calgary. Burwash kept his 
streak alive this past weekend 
by winning first at the Lethbridge 
Whoop-Up Days Rodeo. That 
was worth $ 1.051. He also won 
first at Dodge City. KS, for 
$2,727; spilt first at Great Falls, 
MT, for $809: and split first In 
the short round at Casper. WY. 
for $750. That works out to 
$5,336 over a seven-day haul. 

The week before, he chalked 
up $4,659 from Rodeos at Aus¬ 
tin and Swan River, MB. Medi¬ 
cine Hat. Strathmore and Bruce. 
AB. "I’ve never had a run like 
this where I haven't been getting 
on the best horses but I’m still 
winning," says the 15-year vet¬ 
eran. "Usually those kind don't 
last that long. And It might come 
to an abrupt halt this coming 
weekend because I don’t know 
any of the horses I’ve drawn." 

His travels will take he and 
Casey to Cardston. AB. 
Cranbrook and Armstrong. BC. 
and Omak. WA. 

Meanwhile, steer wrestler 
David Gibson, who fulfilled the 


qualifying standards for the All- 
Around standings a week ago. 
now has company. Five-time 
Canadian champion bareback 
rider Steve Dunham met the 
criteria by cashing a 10.9-sec¬ 
ond run for fifth ($282) In the 
calf roping at the North Peace 
Stampede In Grlmshaw. AB. This 
marks the 10th time In 
Dunham’s 18-year career that 
he's placed at least three times 
In both a timed and riding event 
during a season. Dunham also 
tied for second in the bareback 
riding ($632) at the neighboring 
Peace country Rodeo In High 
Prairie. 

The top weekend’s top money 
winner out of the three Cana¬ 
dian Rodeos was a 19-year-old, 
up-and-coming prospect out of 
Brooks. AB, Robert Bowers. 

He won $ 1.471 In the bare- 
back riding and $1,046 In the 
bull riding at Lethbridge and 
Grlmshaw for $2.517 In all. Just 
a week earlier, the Southern 
Idaho collegian, who was bom 
in Fort St. John. BC. filled his 
Permit (apprenticeship) card and 
gained status as a semi-pro. 
With these earnings, he's now 
filled his semi-pro card and now 
qualifies as a full-fledged pro¬ 
fessional. His reward: He gets to 
Jump on stock contractor Wayne 
Void's hlgh-leaplngbull Edward 
Sclssorhands at Cranbrook this 
coming weekend. 

Other top money winners by 
event were Ian Freeman of 
Lloydmlnster. SK. who placed 
at all three Rodeos In the brone 
riding ($2.003): Cam Morris. who 
plaeed at all three In the bare- 
back riding ($ 1.662): Cam Suth¬ 
erland, who placed at two In the 
bull riding ($1,548); Tim 
Williamson, who placed at two 
In the roping ($2.74): Todd 
Boggust, who placed at two In 
the steer wrestling ($2.023) and 
Montana barrel racer Charlotte 
Schmidt, who won Grlmshaw, 
spilt first at High Prairie and 
caught third at Lethbridge for 
$2,032.

Pur¬ 
chasing travel Insurance Is one 
way you can prepare. 

"Buying travel medical Insur¬ 
ance will ensure that, should 
the worst happen and you have 
an accident or become til. you’ll 
be covered for the treatment 
required with no problems." says 
Diane Chamberlain, a travel In¬ 
surance expert with The Co- 
operators. 

"Many Canadians know they 
need to purchase some kind of 
coverage If they are travelling to 
the U.S. or abroad. But most 
Canadians are unaware that the 
cost of health benefits varies 
widely between provinces - they 
will pay benefits for out of prov¬ 
ince medical services at a level 
no greater than If the costs were 
Incurred In the home province. 
Therefore, you should purchase 
additional medical Insurance 
prior to leaving to make sure 
you are covered for the differ¬ 
ence In case of accident or Ill¬ 
ness." 

The standard health insur¬ 
ance plan covers: 

• hospital/medlcal/physl- 
clan expenses 

• emergency dental expenses 

• prescription drugs and X- 
rays 

• air ambulance (with prior 
approval) 


• living allowance (with a 
maximum for commercial ac¬ 
commodation and meals If you 
are delayed by injury or illness 
beyond your scheduled return. 

Additional travel Insurance 
coverages that can be purchased 
Include: 

• coverage for baggage (Incase 
It's lost, stolen or damaged) 

• trip cancellation (In case 
you have to cancel or return at a 
different time due to an Illness 
or death) 

• visitors to Canada (medical 
coverage for visitors who are not 
Canadian citizens). 

Other Travel Tips 

Be sure to leave a complete 
itinerary of your trip with your 
family and/or someone at work 
so you can be reached In case of 
an emergency. This should In¬ 
clude the names, addresses and 
phone numbers of where you'll 
be each day. 


Research your vacation des¬ 
tination In advance. Learn the 
average temperature and 
weather conditions for the dates 
of your trip so you can pack 
efficiently and dress comfort¬ 
ably during your stay. 

Don't overpack: pick a basic 
color scheme and build your 
vacation wardrobe around It. 
Always pack comfortable shoes: 
a sweater: lots of sunscreen: a 
hat to protect against sunstroke: 
a raincoat with zlp-ln lining and 
an umbrella - just In case. 

If travelling by aircraft, check 
the baggage allowances for the 
airline you're taking. Make sure 
your bags conform or you may 
end up paying additional 
charges for excess baggage. 

These Items are also handy 
to have on hand: travel clock: 
flashlight: money belt: a first aid 
kit: and plastic bags to carry 
Items to be laundered and/or 


wet Items (swimsuits, etc.). 

Purchase an extra pair of 
glasses or contact lenses and 
make sure prescriptions are 
filled for any necessary medi¬ 
cines. Take the prescriptions 
with you In case they need to be 
refilled while you're away. 

Also pack a photocopy of all 
your Identification (In case your 
wallet or purse gets lost or sto¬ 


len). If you are using traveller 
cheques, be sure to record your 
serial numbers In case they get 
lost or stolen. 

It's usually safer not to take 
any preclousjcwellery along: you 
may be a target for thieves. Take 
alongcostume Jewellery Instead.

In one 
three year period May produced 
over 600 television shows. 

That’s more than some sta¬ 
tions produce.” May said. 

May has produced numer¬ 
ous commercial, private and 
Industrial programs but two 
highlights Albertans will recog¬ 
nize Include Calgary Stampede 
Go-Round and Stampede Wres¬ 
tling. 

Personalities like Stu Mart 
and Kd Whalen have singled 
him out for praise. 

"Fred has enormous skills in 
the areas of engineering and 
producing.” Whalen noted In a 
letter of commendation written 
in 1991. Whalen went on to 
describe May's construction of 
a mobile television unit “a mira¬ 
cle in my books.” 

The first mobile studio May 
put together from scratch was a 
truck and trailer unit worth over 
a million dollars. Ills currenl 
unit, also hand-built, is housed 
inside a bus. and has “all the 
toys”, according to May. 

Shooting the chuckwagon 
races at the Calgary Stampede 
calls for a small army of techni¬ 
cal personnel, but a few years 
back May managed to shave the 
crew to eight. May said one Cal¬ 
gary station who did a one day 
show at the Stampede used 90 
people. 

"They brought in trucks and 
everything that moved to do their 
show.” May said. “1 was in there 
for ten days and I used a crew of 
eight to produce the same show. 
Four camera men. a switcher, a 
director, a VTR operator and a 
producer." 

Stampede Wrestling, pro¬ 
duced under equally austere 
circumstances, went on to gar¬ 
ner gratifying results. 

"The first shows I did were 
done out of a basement suite, 
out of my basement in Crossfield. 
actually." May recalled fondly. “1 
had a little quonset on the west

If your high school class¬ 
mates voted you "most likely to 
fall at whatever you try", chances 
are you'd believe them and apa¬ 
thetically play whatever hand 
life dealt you.

He worked on several construc¬ 
tion projects in design and In 
spectlon. enjoying the work but 
finding it somewhat tame. Ra¬ 
dio and television had always 
fascinated him and he decided 
to try his hand In the field. He 
was immediately hooked. 

“I’d always wanted to do It 
ever since I was a kid." May 
said. “I started playing with little 
home handi cams when they 
first came out. For as far back 
as I can remember I was always 
playing with cameras and tape 
recorders. I'd take them apart 
and put them back together. In 
the days when I started doing 
radio. In the late sixties, there 
wasn't any place to go for train 
lng. I Just learned by doing and 
went on to work in TV."
